TOWN MEETING WARRANT 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Monroe in the Coun- 
ty of Grafton in said State, qualified to vote in Town 
Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at Monroe Town Hall 
in said Monroe on Tuesday, the 12th day of March, next 
at 10:00 of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the 
following subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the 
year ensuing. 


2. Toraise such sums of money as may be necessary 
to defray town charges for the ensuing year and make 
appropriations of the same. 


3. To see if the voters will authorize the Selectmen 
and Town Treasurer to borrow a sum or sums not to 
exceed $175,000.00 in anticipation of the collection of 
taxes for the current municipal year, and to issue in 
the name and on the credit of the Town, negotiable 
notes therefor, said notes to be repaid during the cur- 
rent municipal year, from taxes collected within the 
current municipal year. 


4. To see how much the Town will raise and appro- — 
priate for the purpose of buying a stair glide and paint 
the auditorium of the Town Hall. 


5. To see how much money the Town will appro- 
priate for the purpose of keeping a physician in town, 
for the support of hospitals, and for ambulance service 
for Brightlook Hospital and Woodsville Cottage Hospi- 
tal. 
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6. To see what action the Town will take in regard 
to installing 5 new street lights. 


7. To see how much money the Town will raise and 
appropriate for Town Road Aid. 


8. To see what action the Town will take in regard 
to supporting the parking area at Harvey’s Lake, and 
a new building at the ski tow. 


9. To see how much money the Town will raise and 
appropriate for the purpose of cleaning cemetery stones 
in the North Monroe and Monroe cemeteries. 


10. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $421.00 for the purpose of the White 
Mountain Community Services, Inc. 


11. To see how much money the Town will raise and 
appropriate to the White Mountains Region Associa- 
tion, for the purpose of publicizing and promoting the 
natural advantages and resources of the town together 
with other towns in the region. 


12. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the 
required amount for State Aid Construction. 


13. To see how much money the Town will raise and 
appropriate for Water Construction. 


14. To see if the Town will vote to establish a capital 
reserve fund for the purpose of a sewer disposal unit 
and to raise and appropriate the sum not in excess of 
one half of one percent of the last assessed valuation 
for the purpose thereof. 


15. To see what action the Town will take in regard 
to free skiing for everyone. 


16. To see what action the Town will take in regard 
to Real Estate taken over for non-payment of taxes. 
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17. Shall the provisions of Chapter 287 of the re- 
vised laws relative to playing Beano be adopted in 
Town? 


18. To hear all reports of committees and officers 
heretofore chosen and pass any vote relating thereto. 


19. To transact any other business that may legally 
come before said meeting.

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ARTICLE 3—Voted that the Selectmen and Town 
Treasurer be and hereby authorized to borrow a sum, 
or sums, of money not to exceed $175,000.00 in antici- 
pation of the collection of taxes, for the current mu- 
nicipal year, and to issue in the name and on the 
credit of the Town, negotiable notes therefor, said 
notes to be repaid (during the current municipal 
year) from taxes collected within the current munic- 
ipal year. | 


ARTICLE 4—Voted to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $6,480.00 to keep a Physician in town and for 
the support of Hospitals and Ambulance Service, 
divided as follows:

ARTICLE 7—Voted that we raise and appropriate 
the sum $279.25 for Town Road Aid. 


ARTICLE 8—Voted to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $1,400.00 for the purpose of cleaning the Cem- 
etery Stones in the Monroe and North Monroe Ceme- 
teries. 


ARTICLE 9—Voted to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $200.00 for the White Mountain Region As- 
sociation.

ARTICLE 10—Voted to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $15,000.00 for State Aid construction. 


ARTICLE 11—Voted that the town raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $20,000.00 for the Town Water 
System, divided as follows,—$5,000.00 for survey at 
North Monroe, and $15,000.00 for continuing water 
line at the Monroe end of town. Voted that the ex- 
tension at Monroe Village start at the Monroe Fire 
Station and continue toward the residence of Regi- 
nald C. Corey. 


ARTICLE 12—Voted to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $5,000.00 for a Sewer & Disposal Unit to be 
placed in a Contingency Fund for future use. 


ARTICLE 13—Voted to authorize the Selectmen 
to use their own judgement in regard to Real Estate 
taken over for taxes. 


ARTICLE 14—The vote on the provision of Chap- 
ter 287 of the Revised Laws relative to playing Beano 
in town was as follows.

ARTICLE 15—Voted to accept the Town Reports, 
as printed.

It is indeed a pleasure for your superintendent to 
present his third annual report to the taxpayers of 
the town of Monroe. 


With the completion of our additions—and receiv- 
ing 380% state building aid—we are in the enviable 
situation of having enough room for all of our varied 
activities at the Consolidated School. 


Last October a five-man delegation from the New 
Hampshire Department of Education came to visit 
our elementary school in order to evaluate our facili- 
ties. The resource center was one area of special in- 
terest to them and now it is the wish of the depart- 
ment to make the center a showplace for elementary 
school libraries and/or resource centers in the north 
country. As yet, nothing definitive has evolved from 
this visit and discussion. 


Our school library has not yet been open several 
evenings each week because we have not received all 
of our library furniture and books. As soon as we have 
everything in order we will publicize the days and 
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hours when the school library will be available for 
evening work. 


Since the untimely death of Mr. John Beach, the 
duties of principal have been carried on by Miss 
Pauline Pushee. We have been exceedingly pleased 
with her dedicated work as teacher-principal. 


In conclusion, the people of the Monroe School 
District should become more aware of the problems 
facing education. We have not been faced with teacher 
strikes, sanctions, and militantcy, but the day is not 
too far removed when one or all of these areas of con- 
tention may be upon us. How we solve these problems 
should be a concern to all of us. 


May I take this opportunity to thank the school 
board, teachers and taxpayers for their fine support 
during the past year.

Special educational materials and dental kits were 
distributed to grades 2 and 3, February 28, 1967.

June 28 and 29, 1967, I attended a Mental Health 
Workshop at the Tower Inn in Jefferson, N.H. 


Several other professional meetings were attended 
during the year. 


All routine screening tests were completed and re- 
ferrals made when necessary. 


I want to thank Dr. Choate, Mr. Mullen, the teach- 
ers, parents and pupils for the continued cooperation 
in the school health program.
